Bill No. 41 of 1963 


A Bill to amend the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fourteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Merchant Shipping (Amend- short thle 

ment) Act, 1963. and com-

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 


2. In section 456 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958— Amondme* 

(i) after sub-section (1), the following sub-section shall be insert- ^ 6 ,,cl * c " 
ed, namely: — 

ro “(2) The Central Government shall lay before both Houses 

of Parliament annually a special report stating the cases in which 
they have exercised their powers under sub-section (1) during 
the preceding year, and the grounds upon which they have acted 
in each case.” 

15 (il) Sub-section (2) shall be re-numbered as sub-section (3). 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Under the present provisions of the Merchant Shipping Act, 
unchecked powers of discretion are given to the authorities appointed 
by Government to exercise the powers of exemption under section 
456. The result is that many ships are unjustifiably exempted from 
compliance with one or other specified requirement contained in or 
prescribed in pursuance of the Act, particularly with reference to 
safety measures and working and living conditions of seamen. 

The Bill seeks to ensure that Parliament will be kept informed 
of the exemptions granted and the grounds for each such exemption. 
This would bring the Act in line with the Merchant Shipping Acta 
in force in*the United Kingdom also.

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Bill No. 42 of 1963 

A Bill further to amend the Delhi Rent Control Act, 1958. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fourteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows- — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Delhi Rent Control (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 1963. 

5 ( 2 ) It shall come into force at onee. 

2. In clause (b) of the proviso to sub-section (1) of section 14 
of the Delhi Rent Control Act, 1958, for the figures, letters and words 
“9th day of June, 1952”, the figures, letters and worths “9th day oj 
June, 106?” shall be substituted.
